Luis Rey river, via Pauma ranch, Po­ 
trero and La Jolla Indian reservations 
to Warner ranch; Warner 
ranch to 
Santa Ysabei; Julian to 
Cuyamaca. 
Crews are now at work on the Escon- 
dido-Rincon road, and the Pala-Bon- 
sall highway, 
the 
construction 
of 
which will 
mean, 
practically, 
the 
completion of tne 
entire 
system of 
good roads as contemplated by the 
bond issue. 
s 
On Saturday, starting from Escondi­ 
do, a representative of the union ac­ 
companied John Isbell, 
one of the 
county highway 
commissioners 
and 
superintendent of construction, on a 
trip of road inspection, in which ICS 
miles were covered in Isbell’s auto­ 
mobile, which he made to go where 
mules would fear to tread, in the in­ 
terest oi saving time by leaving the 
highway and crossing 
sections 
un­ 
marked even by trails. 
I he section of this 
route, 
upon 
which work was concluded Saturday, 
begins a short distance below the La 
Jolla Indian reservation, on the north 
side of the San Luis Rey river above 
Potrero, and finishes at a point near 
the .Warner ranch dam site, being the 
completion of construction work on | 
the highway between Paia and 
the 
junction of the road to Santa Ysabei. 
at the location of the big storage res­ 
ervoir along the foothills of the War­ 
ner acres. 
It skirts the bluffs on the north 
side of the river the entire distance 
and is one of the 
most interesting 
drives of the system. 
leaving 
the i 
Rincon reservation at the junction of! 
the Escondido-Rincon road, 
there is ; 
a climb of seven miles over an easy j 
grade to Potrero, with its fine cattle I 
and hay and grain ranches, and ti.e 
home of 8. J. 
Mendendail, 
“cattle 
king” of the Palomar mountain coun­ 
try, 
At La Jolla, three miles further 
on up the river, the road discards the 
old highway at the Indian school and 
mission, and runs along the edge oi : 
the hills to the south, leaving the la st I

tion on the north as it strikes a point j 
near the river. 
From there it 
passes 
through

rugged country, over large 
fills and

dam site. 
Below the dam site is Hie 
location of the proposed bridge, which 
will span the river. 
Crossing at this ( 
point will not be possible until

structure is in place. 
The road, how-! 
ever, is built from this point on the I 
south side of the river along the foot­ 
hills and above the high water mark i 
of the reservoir to a connection with 
the Santa Ysabei road at the 
south­ 
west entrance of the big ranch.

Springs is made from the dam site 
over the old road across the ranch.

“In my opinion.” said Superintend­ 
ent Isbell, at the conclusion

gravel strata was found 
at a depth 
of eight feet In the bed. 
Soundings 
were made at a distance 
from the 
beach of seventy-five, two hundred, 
and four hui dred feet, the strata be­ 
ing found to be about the same at the 
three distances, with a slight slope 
away from the beach. 
On Thursday 
the work was resumed, the boring 
machinery being mounted on a tug. 
A water Jet process is being used 
for the boring, the jet being a two- 
inch pipe with a three-quarters of au 
inch opening at the lower end.

thing; it puts a price on Hie head of 
each quail, duck, deer or whatever 
game is in season; aud is au incentive 
to those so inclined to hunt for the 
| open market. 
The market hunter is not a pro­ 
ducer; he is Hie reaper 
of 
a crop 
I that should not bt! offered 
for sale. 
In me experience of the California 
Game Commission mid 
every other 
state game commission, Hie market 
hunter is one of the chief game de­ 
stroyers throughout the country. 
It 
was the hide hauler that killed off 
the buffalo; the aigrette hunter has 
almost exterminated the white heron: 
the market quail hunter lias reduced 
Hie number of quail iii our own state 
to almost the vanishing 
point, and 
unless prevented, it will he the mar­ 
ket duck hunter that 
decimates the 
ducks to such an oxteut 
that 
they 
can no longer be classed 
as game. 
More than ninety-flve per cent of the 
market hunters do not stop 
at

bag limit, tuereby 
violating 
a law
